Professor John Kenneth Galbraith delivered the first and 
second of a series of four lectures last Monday and Tuesday, 
January 4 and 5. The first, an introduction, brought forth his 


views on the inadequacy of pres- 
ent economic theories. Classical 
theories, he stated, are not cap-

able of properly dealing with the 
large corporations in existence to- 
day. Mr. Galbraith went on to 
suggest that the success of the 
Soviet system has great import- 
ance for the understanding of 
our own system. The changes in 
our own system, which he de- 
scribed as the rise of the giant 
corporation and the creation of 
what Galbraith called “modern 
socialism or modern sociable or- 
ganization,” might be better un- 
derstood through a comparison 
with the Soviet system. On Tues- 
day, Professor Galbraith went on 
to give a description of the Soviet 
economy. 

Today, Monday, Galbraith will 
speak before a luncheon at the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel. Subject of 
his talk will be “Competitive Co- 
existence.” This luncheon is being

On 3-Year Fund Drive 


A recheck of gifts during the three years of the Stabilization 
and Development Campaign which ended November 1 shows 
that gross gifts to the campaign came within $124,000 of the 


$1,825,000 goal announced at a 
public dinner in March, 1957. 

In reaching this figure, all com- 
munity gifts made to the Universi- 
ty were counted, including two 
scholarship endowments and gifts 
for student loans. Not included 
was the $272,500 from the Ford 
Foundation (from which interest 
only can be used and that only for 
faculty salaries). Including the 
Ford Foundation gift, total gifts 
received by the University during 
the last three years reached $1,- 
944,000. 

The campaign total was a re- 
markable achievement according 
to Charles Anger, Chairman of 
the Board of John Price Jones 
Company, who served as consult- 
ants to the University during this 
drive.

ceived about $500,000 in large 
gifts of $100,000 or more, the 
campaign total would be nearer 
$1,300,000. 

The Stabilization Campaign 
goals included funds for Universi- 
ty operation only through August 
31, 1959. The University is now 
operating on a new $2,751,000 
budget for the school year~1959- 
60. This Includes a $350,000 cash 
deficit and provision for $50,000 
in scholarships. In other words, 
$400,000 is needed in contributions 
during the next nine months. 
Present plans call for a “normal”

On November 2, we published an editorial blasting the 
RU Board of Trustees for approving the Spachner Plan for 
restoration of the Auditorium Theatre. 

Touching on some of the subjects most bitterly debated 
among members of the Faculty and Administration during 
the last two years, the editorial was based on incomplete 
information obtained by the editor and a front-page story 
in the October 30 Sun-Times. We apologize to all members 
of the university community for not checking into “the 
facts” before writing the editorial. 

According to the Sun-Times story, the fund drive was 
“to be conducted by a civic committee — operating inde- 
pendently of the university .. .” and the Auditorium Res- 
toration and Development Committee, headed by Mrs. John 
V. Spachner, was “to be the nucleus of the new fund-raising 
and operating group.” We have since learned that the 
Spachner Plan, per se, was not approved by the Board of 
Trustees (as we had previously assumed). 

Actually, a motion was passed, 15 to 8 with two Board 
members absent, “That the Board of Trustees approve a 
fund drive for the restoration of the Auditorium Theatre 
subject to the following conditions: 


“1. That the Committee, Trustees, Corporation or other 
legal entity hereinafter referred to shall undertake its efforts 
to raise the funds necessary for the Auditorium Theatre 
restoration and operation without in any way impairing 
the present and potential financial resources or credit of 
the university, and 

“2. That legal counsel of the university determine the 
legal entity and manner of contract that will enable the 
university to attain the objectives heretofore set forth and 
report back to the Board his recommendation for approval, 
and 


“3. That the university not lose ownership or control of 
the Auditorium Theatre.” 


In a memo to Svend A. Godfredson, Assistant to President 
Sparling, the Editor of the TORCH asked (1) who is legal 
counsel for the university, (2) under what conditions might 
the Committee, the Board of Trustees, or the University 
Corporation undertake to be the “legal entity” through 
which the Auditorium restoration and operation is effected, 
(3) what other “legal entities” are under consideration, and 
(4) how much money has the university put into the Audi- 
torium since its original purchase. We received the follow- 
ing reply: i 

“I have checked with Mrs. Spachner, Chairman of the 
Auditorium Restoration and Development Committee, and 
as of this moment the Committee is still meeting to formu- 
late final presentations for the Board of Trustees’ considera- 
tion. 

“When the Committee presents its plans as called for in 

the Board Resolution on the nature of the campaign organ- 
ization, this action will be available through Mrs. Einbecker 
as our press officer. 
“When the Committee’s status has been determined by the 
Board, and if the Committee then selects its own press offi- 
cer, any official releases on its activities should then be 
obtained from that press officer.” 


The main interpretation that can be made, on the basis 
of the above information, is that the Auditorium question is 
by no means “settled.” The fact that the Editor’s specific 
questions were not specifically answered may indicate that 
the “legal counsel” condition of the Board Resolution has 
been side-stepped and that the Spachner Committee is the 
only “legal entity” under consideration. The vagueness of 
Mr. Godfredson’s memo indicates that many questions are 
in the process of being answered.

AB.A. degree with 24 hours in 
Physics can open the field to you 
as an assistant in applied re 
Search. To lead or to do develop- 
mental research, at least an M.A. 
is required and to do Basic Re 
Search, be a theoretician, or teach 
in College, a Ph.D. - is required, 
Many companies prefer to hire 
Ph.D.’s_ because their research 
problems are becoming so com- 
plex and advanced that they re- 
quire the more complete training 
Which the doctoral degree repre- 
sents, and indications are that 
this situation will become more 
common. The training of a bache 
lor or master in physics is not 
usually sufficient to develop a 
fully professional physicist and 
so a Master does applied research 
or technology of a kind, approach- 
ing engineering. 

The range of salaries are from 
$4,000 to $20,000 with the median 
Salary for a Ph.D. being $8,500 to 
$6,500 for those without doctor- 
ates, but there is a continuing up- 
ward trend in salaries for physi- 
cists.
